At 3 o’clock this morning the 
Italian Minister remitted per- 
sonally a note by which the 
Italian Government accused the 
Greek Government of having 
tolerated its territorial waters 
and its coasts and ports to be 
utilized by the British fleet dur- 
ing war operations. 


A digest of the Italian note 
preesnted charges further: 

That they (the Greeks) have 
favored supplies to the alien 
British forces; that they have 
allowed the organization of a 
service of military information 
in the Greek archipelago against 
Italy. 

The Italian Government must 
remind the Greek Government 
of the provocative action against 
the Albanian nation by the ter- 
rorist policy that they adopted 
towards the population of 
Tsamouria; and through con- 
sistent tendencies to create dis- 
order on the Albanian sffe of 
the frontiers. 

All this cannot possibly be 
tolerated any more on the part 
of Italy. The neutrality of 
Greece has become more and 
more a pure and simple ap- 
pearance.

The Italian Minister replied 
that the movement of Italian 
troops would begin at 6 o’clock 
this morning. 


ROOSEVELT TALKS 
WITH HULL, TOURS 
NEW YORK CITY 


*Cheered by ‘Crowds—Neu- 
trality Proclamation, Or- 
ders for Freezing Greek 


Credits Drafted. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP).—An 
hour behind his schedule on a 
whirlwind campaign tour of New 
York City’s five boroughs, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sped through streets 
lined with cheering thousands to- 
day. 

The sortie into the city was 
threatened with an abrupt termi- 
nation because Italy and Greece 
had gone to war during the night. 

Roosevelt talked to Secretary of 
State Hull in Washington before 
leaving his special train at New- 
ark, and was to talk to Hull again 
this afternoon. 

While there was a'chance_ the 
President might cancel a political 
speech tonight at Madison Square 
Garden and go back to Washing- 
ton, Stephen Early, his secretary, 
said he thought Roosevelt would 
deliver the address as scheduled. 
At Newark earlier, Early had said 


some officials feared that the re- 
ports of the fighting in the Balkans 
might herald an even more seriout 
situation. He interpreted that to 
mean the whole Balkan picture. 


REVIEW REFUSED 
UN SUBPENAING UF 
WAGE-HOUR DATA 


Supreme Court Denies 
Montgomery Ward Plea 


Against Seizure of Em- 
ployment Records. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court refused today 
to interfere with a Circuit Court 
decision holding that the Federal 
Wage-Hour Administrator could 
subpena records from employers. 
The court turned down a request 
by Montgomery Ward & Co., Inc., 
to review a ruling that records 
could be required even though 
there was no reasonable cause to 


believe that the Wage-Hour Act 
was being violated. Denial of a re- 
view left in effect the decision by 
the Seventh Federal Circuit Court. 
The Chicago mail order house 
challenged the huthority of the ad- 
ministrator to subpena records con- 
cerning 2000 employes at its Kansas 
City (Mo.) branch. Its contention 
that such action constituted an un- 
reasonable “search and _ seizure” 
prohibited by the Constitution was 
overruled by the Circuit Court. 
Before adjourning for two weeks, 
the Supreme Court also denied a 
petition by the Norfolk (Va.) School 
Board for a review of a Circuit 
Court decision holding that Negro 
public school teachers were entitled 
to the same compensation as white 
teachers equally qualified. 


In New York, members of the 
President’s party disclosed that 
Hull had informed the chief execu- 
tive that the State Department had 
prepared for signing all documents 
that might be necessary under the 
Neutrality Act. 

Roosevelt entered New York 
City in Richmond Borough on 
Staten Island, after a swing by 
motor through Newark, Kearny, 
Jersey City and Bayonne, N_ J., 
where enormous crowds impeded 
his progress and put him behind 
schedule.

Metaxas announced Britain was 
sending “unlimited support,” in re- 
sponse to an appeal for help. 
Less than 12 hours after the 
Italians had attacked by land and 
air, the Government issued this 
communique: 

“Premier Metaxas conferred ear- 
ly this morning with the British 
Minister, who told him that Greece 
in her fight against Italy would 
have the unreserved support of 
England to the fullest extent. Brit- 
ish support will be unlimited. 
“Metaxas also conferred with the 
Turkish Minister to Athens and 
immediately afterwards communi- 
cated by telephone with the Greek 
Minister in Ankara, The Premier 
later communicated by telephone 
with the President of the Turkish 
Republic, Inonu.” 

The urgent conversations with 
the highest authority in Turkey 
were taken as evidence that the 
Greek dictator is making every ef- 
fort to bring the Turks in on his 
side. 

Britain is bound by a 1939 guar- 
antee to assist Greece, provided 
that country meets its provisions 
by resisting attack. 

Turkey and Britain have a mu- 
tual assistance pact, but the Turks 
are not directly bound to go to the 
aid of Greece. 


“WE ARE WITH YOU.” 
SAYS BRITISH KING 


LONDON, Oct. 28 (AP). — Both 
King George VI and Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill have promised 
Greece every possible help against 
the Italian invaders in personal 
messages to the Greek sovereign 
and Prime Minister, it was learned 
tonight.

200,000 Italian troops were report- 
ed driving into Greece today all 
along the Albanian frontier in an 
attack timed with Italian naval 
blows at the Greek island of Corfu. 
Skirted Greek troops battled with 
the invading motorized forces in 
the border mountain passes. 
Neutral military sources report- 
ed the Greeks were putting up a 


stiff resistance. The Italian in- 
vasion showed a lack of striking 
power, these sources said, indicat- 
ing Rome had expected Greece to 
submit without a fight to the Ital- 
ian ultimatum. 

Military observers here said ar- 
tillery attacks were concentrated 
on the Greek border towns of Flo- 
rina and Kastoria, and the main 
Italian push seemed to be in the 
direction of Salonika, as if intended 
to cut Greece in two and sever the 
country from possible Turkish aid. 

Details of the naval action at 
Corfu, off the Greek-Albanian 
coast, were not known here. 

Greek waters off Corfu in the 
northern Ionian Sea were reported 
mined last August. The Greek fleet 
had scheduled “naval maneuvers” 
there today. 

Yugoslavia to Be Neutral. 


Meanwhile, Yugoslav quarters 
said the Italian attack on Greece 
violated the Yugoslav-Italian pact 
of 1937 because Yugoslavia was not 
informed in advance of the move. 

Official statements, however, said 
Yugoslavia would remain neutral 
and offered Yugoslav services as 
mediator to keep the war from 
spreading to the rest of the Bal- 

ans. 

It was indicated Yugoslavia 
would wait and see how the Greeks 
stand up against the Italian on- 
slaught and how much aid Britain 
is able to give before announcing 
its own stand. Reports received 
here said Bulgaria was taking a 
similar stand. 

Troops on Move. 

Meanwhile, Yugoslavia looked to 
its own defenses. Several columns 
of troops marched through the cap- 
ital to a railway station, prestma- 
bly to move souhtward towaréd the 
Albanian border.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP). —

So Authoritative Neutral 
Sources at Athens Hear 
—Unconfirmed Word in 
Belgrade Turkey Has De- 
clared War on Italy. 


ATHENS, Oct. 28 (AP).—Author- 
itative neutral military sources said 
tonight they had information that 
Turkish troops have moved into 
Thrace and Eastern Greece. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation available from the Turk- 
ish Legation here. 


BELGRADE, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
Diplomatic circles heard uncon- 
firmed reports today that Turkey 
had declared war on Italy, follow- 
ing Italian invasion of Greece. The 
Turkish Legation said it had no 
knowledge of such action, but that 
it had received word the Turkish 
Cabinet had been summoned for 
an emergency meeting. 


ANKARA, Turkey, Oct. 28 (AP). 
—Premier Refik Saydam said in a 
broadcast today that “we are 
stronger than ever,” but made no 
mention of Italy’s invasion of 
Greece. 

Although official sources kept 
silent, no credence was given ru- 
mors in other Balkan capitals that 
the Ankara Government was draft- 
‘ing a declaration of war. 

Turkey, allied closely to Greece 
but not bound to go to its aid un- 
less a secret military clause exists 
between them, received the news 
of the Italian attack calmly. 

The Premier spoke on the sev- 
enteenth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Turkish republic. 

Informed circles here expected 
Turkey’s position to be clarified 
tonight, when President Ismet Ino- 
nu will speak at the opening session 
of the National Assembly. Neutral 
observers took the view that Tur- 
key would first determine the ef- 
fectiveness of Greek resistance and 
the attitude of Soviet Russia be- 
fore determining a course of action.

Port facilities and build- 
ings also were damaged by 15 
planes at Patras, another Greek 
port, with four killed and 17 in- 
jured. A blackout was in force 
in Athens tonight. 

While Athens’ anti-aircraft guns 
barked spasmodically, the people of 
the capital marched either to the 
front or in enthusiastic parades in 
the streets. 

Immediately after the announce- 
ment that the nation was at war, 
crowds sacked and destroyed the 
offices of the Italian air and steam- 
ship lines and ripped down Italian 
flags. They marched past the Ital- 
ian legation but did not harm it. 

Italians Rounded Up. 

Police rounded up all Italians 
and Germans in the country, and 
put them in jail. Martial law was 
enforced. 

All the _ street demonstrators 
carried both Greek and Turkish 
flags, for the Greeks confidently 
believe the Turks will help them. 
A few British flags were seen. 

There was little news from the 
front, beyond the statement that 
Greek troops were fighting all 
aleng the Albanian frontier. The 
Government said two Italian bomb- 
ers had been shot down “some- 
where in Greece.” 

Troop Trucks Roll North. 

From early morning, a constant 
stream of trucks, loaded with 
newly mobilized troops, rolled down 
the avenues and careened around 
corners, heading north.

London’s first day 
‘alarm sounded only a short time 
jafter the all-clear ended the night 
raids. The alarm lasted only a 
few minutes.

Four German planes were shot 
down today and three others last 
night, the Air Ministry reported.

Tribute to William Hirth. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ISSOURI has suffered a great loss. 
William Hirth was a brave fighter 
for the right. and no Missourian in pri- 
vate life has contributed more to the 
¢ause of good government. 

For 25 years, I have seen him appear- 
ing before our Legislatures asking for 
progressive legislation, and usually suc- 
ceeding in having his views accepted. 
Never once did he use that influence for 
any personal or selfish end. William 
Hirth was not that kind. 

When Mr. Hirth ran for Governor in 
1936, his controlling motive was to res- 
cue his party from the grip of a corrupt 
political machine. . 

After he was defeated in the primary, 
he asked me for a conference, obviously 
to consider giving me his support. 

When our conference began, Mr. Hirth 
said to me: “I want your pledge that if 
you are elected Governor, you will name 
to the Police and Election boards of our 
cities the highest type of men obtainable 
who can be depended upon to enforce the 
laws honestly and conscientiously.” 

On that understanding alone, Mr. Hirth 
bolted his party and supported me in the 
1936 campaign. He asked and expected 
nothing whatever in the way of personal 
reward. He was not that kind. 

When Gov. Stark asked the Legislature 
to pass the Kansas City police bill, Mr. 
Hirth went to the Governor's side. There, 
in conference day by day, he helped mar- 
shal the votes which resulted in that 
splendid victory. 

William Hirth did not take time to 
claim any personal credit for this public 
service. He was not that kind. 

He frequently told me of the economic 
woes of the average farmer and of his 
great sympathy for those who seem to 
be denied their proper share of this 
world’s goods. His life and strength were 
devoted to working for the betterment of 
their condition. 

A year ago, I saw Mr. Hirth at Roches- 
ter, Minn., where he had been receiving 
treatment at the Mayo clinic. He was 
being taken to his train in a wheel chair, 
against the advice of physicians. 

I asked him why he was leaving, and 
he replied, “I’ve got to. There is a farm 
conference tomorrow in Des Moines 
which I have simply got to attend. They 
need me.” 

Rugged, blunt, severe, determined and 
strong, he was a mighty force for good. 
The flowers which adorned his casket 
were no fairer than his ideals, and no 
more fragrant than his memory.

smaller neighbors. Italy has used it in Ethiopia, 
| Germany in Austria, Czecho-Slovakia and Poland. In 
this instance, it appears, the charges of Greek at- 
tacks upon Albanians were preceded by diplomatic 
pressure, so that last week it was reported Greece 
had only 10 days in which to fall in line with the 
Axis or be invaded. 

Unless Britain is able to rush in help to an extent 
greater than any observer now has reason to expect, 
the days of independent Greece appea. numbered. 
The Greek air force and navy are negligible. The 
‘army numbers around 150,000 men, a meager force as 
‘compared with the millions who bear arms for the 
Axis. Relatively little has been done to prepare 
the country for defense and for protection against air 
raids. 
| Greece had sought desperately to preserve her neu- 
trality. She had declined to follow her Balkan neigh- 
bors, which had begun swinging over to the Axis 
soon after the Battle of France was ended. Her re- 
liance was on Britain’s promise of protection and on 
the aid of Turkey, whose independence has also been 
‘guaranteed by the British. Rumania, however, also 
'had received a guarantee from London, but nothing 
could be done to back it up when the Nazi war ma- 
chine rolled into Carol’s former realm this month. 

Since a great part of the British fleet is in the 
Mediterranean, there are possibilities for defending 
Greece. Yet how much of the navy can the British, 
hotly beleaguered on so many fronts, spare for this 
campaign? How quickly can Britain move to seize 
the strategically important isles of Greece, now that 
Mussolini has put his forces in motion? 

Again the British have been perfunctorily correct 
in respecting a minor nation’s neutrality. This scru- 
pulous waiting was disastrous in the cases of Norway, 
Holland and Belgium; it remains to be seen if help 
can be more effectively delivered in the case of 
Greece. 

For the Axis, the move against Greece is part of the 
grand strategy of the far-flung campaign for sub- 
duing Britain, since the Nazis’ frontal air attack on 
England has proved ineffective. The course has been 
mapped down the Balkan Peninsula, across the Dar- 
danelles, into the rich oil fields of the Near East, 
and onward for a flank attack on the Suez Canal, 
timed perhaps with a simultaneous attack through 
Spain upon Gibraltar. 7 

The Axis is opening a new chapter in the war this 
week. Hitler’s agreement with the aged and feeble 
Petain is designed to bring France back into the 
war, perhaps only passively, but as an Axis ally none- 
theless through use of French bases for pressing the 
attack upon Britain. The Vichy Government’s sub- 
mission, in return for more of Hitler’s glowing and 
strictly worthless promises, reduces the once great 
French nation to new depths of shame, and adds 
to the power of its enemies. 

The march through the Balkans, and Italian plans 
to renew the fighting in Egypt, are other parts of 
the concerted drive. Britain’s resourcefulness and 
strength are to meet another decisive test. The spirit 
of resistance which has impressed the world in the 
last four months must be drawn upon for even great- 
er achievements, 
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A GOOD SHOT FROM A GLASS HOUSE. 

The Republican National Committee is just now 
splitting its sides at the thought that the Attorney-

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SENATOR CLARK’S FINE ADDRESS. 

Bennett Champ Clark’s support of President Roose- 
velt’s re-election counts for considerably more than 
that of the average Democratic Senator. For the 
senior Missouri Senator had often found himself at 
odds with the administration, and on important is- 
sues. His convictions led him to oppose the third 
term at the Chicago convention. It had been reported 
that Senator Clark would refrain from giving spe- 
cific indorsement to the President in his campaign 
addresses. 

Yet Mr. Clark has weighed the issues, has balanted 
Roosevelt against Willkie, has searched his mind and 
heart, and Saturday night made a vigorous radio 
appeal for the President’s re-election. 

The address was all the more effective because of 
its candor and realism, and for the fact that Senator 
Clark did not apologize for any of his past criticisms 
of the President. After all, no thoughtful citizen can 
conscientiously give the President 100 per cent ap- 
proval in his seven-and-a-half-year record. But 
anyone who studies the two candidates as objectively 


as Mr. Clark has done is more than likely to arrive 
at the same conclusion. 
The Missouri Senator has been disturbed, as many 


cjtizens have been disturbed, by fear that administra- 
tion policies would lead the country into war. He 
has opposed such steps with all the sincerity and 
energy at his command. But he finds no acceptable 
alternative in Mr. Willkie’s attitude. He finds that 
Mr. Willkie not only accepts all the Roosevelt foreign 
policies, but that he goes even farther, and that he 
offers nothing to Americans who hope to keep out 
of war. 

In the light of Willkie’s conftised campaign utter- 
ances, his inexperience, his past record and the 
character of his supporters, and also in the light 


of the administration’s record of constructive social 
and economic legislation, Mr. Clark finds no actual 
question whatever in urging Mr. Roosevelt's re-elec- 
tion. : 

Many independent voters must have faced the same 
dilemma as Mr. Clark faced on the choice of can- 
didates. His fine radio address doubtless has been 
of great value to these citizens in determining how 
to cast their ballots a week from tomorrow. 
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THE FIGURES DISAGREE WITH MR. WILLKIE. 

Ever since Mr. Willkie emblazoned the word “Pro- 
duction” across his battle flag in letters of flaming 
red, there has been all gorts of loose talk about the 
state of American industry. By dint of hard work, it 
is possible to trim away most of these campaign flour- 
ishes. What is left seems to be, approximately, the 
contention on Mr. Willkie’s part that whatever. im- 
provement there has been in industrial production is 
to be attributed to our developing armaments boom, 
and Mr. Roosevelt’s thesis that it has come about 


Obviously, statistics can go far to resolve this issue. 
The President has used the broad figures of national 
income. They do tell an eloquent, if ineomplete, 
story. But the Republican candidate, so far, has 
not seen fit to document his argument. Since we are 
being asked to vote on this issue, it seems a good idea 
to turn to the Federal Reserve Board index. Here, 
briefly, are the facts behind the oratory: | 

Industrial production under the New Deal recov- 
ery had reached an adjusted index figure of 120 in 
July, 1937. It remained at that approximate level 
during the summer, but slipped to a mere 95 in No- 
vember as a result of the administration’s experi- 
ment in curtailed expenditures and budget-balancing. 

By May of 1938, the figure was down to 80—the 
lowest point in the post-depression years. And it was 
not until November of 1938 that it again reached 
100. From then on came a gradual increase. By 
December of 1939, it was up to 126. 

The index has not remained at that peak during 
@he current year. Instead, it has fluctuated between 
a low of 111 in April and a high of 122 in August. 
The obvious explanation is that the outbreak of the 
war brought a flurry in the last months of 1939, after 
which the figure relapsed into its “normal” and slow- 
er upward trend. 

Few can be found to doubt that production is in 
for another flurry—or, rather, a sharp and protracted 
rise—ag the result of our own armament effort. 
However, it is impossible, in the face of the figures, 
for Mr. Willkie or anybody else to argue that such 
production gains as had been registered by late sum- 
mer or early fall were the result of the billions ap- 
propriated for defense. Contracts under these ap- 
propriations, for the most part, have been let only 
in the last month or two. The appropriations were 
voted only this summer, and the National Defense 
Advisory Commission was anything but hasty in 
spending the money. Some industrialists, as a matter 
of fact, were—and still are—hesitant about accepting 
orders. 

But, meanwhile, the production index had reached 
a higher level this spring—121 in June, for example— 
than it had at any time since 1937, save for the flurry 
that came with the outbreak of the war. 

Mr. Willkie may attribute New Deal recovery to a 
war boom, but the Federal Reserve figures just do 
not bear him out. What is ahead is, of course, an- 
other story.

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BLUNDERS IN THE CONSERVATION PROPOSAL. 

That gross imposition upon the voters of Missouri, 
the McCawley anti-conservation. proposal, reaches 
new heights of wastefulness and folly in its latest 
development. It was bad enough that the people 
Should be called upon to pay out $80,000 for publica- 
tion of this destructive and useless measure in the 
State’s press. Now, it turns out, the whole thing 
is likely to be thrown out, even if adopted, because 
the Secretary of State’s office, in certifying th¢ pro- 
posal for publication, has erroneously designated it 
as a constitutional amendment instead of as an ini- 
tiated law proposition. 

This blunder, for which Secretary of State Brown 
must bear responsibility, is described authoritatively 
as a “fatal defect.” Certainly the disclosure, in a 
dispatch from the Post-Dispatch’s Jefferson City cor- 
respondent yesterday, must bring great disappoint- 
ment to the destructive forces that set out to wreck 
the State’s great conservation code. For its support- 
ers, and they are the great majority of Missourians, 
the news must come as a relief, though they can 
scarcely be gleeful over the sheer waste of $80,000.

Latest report of survey gives President sizable lead, but heavily 
concentrated in South and West, with vote close in crucial states; 
regardless of their own choice; 66 per cent of those polled expect 
F. D. R. to win, and only 18 per cent look for Willkie victory. 


From Fortune. 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT has dropped 
about 2 per cent in popular favor during 
the last six weeks, but as the campaign 
entered the home stretch, the President’s 
popularity rating was still 57 per cent among 
persons with definite opinions on the major- 
party candidates, the latest Fortune Survey 
of Public Opinion reveals. 

The Roosevelt majority is heavily concen- 
trated in the South and West, however, 
where such majorities are not needed. In 
the more vital areas of New England, the 
Middle Atlantic and Central states, the con- 
test is much closer, with microscopic leads 
for Wendell Willkie, which raise the possi- 
bility that the Republicans could translate 
their present popular minority into an elec- 
toral college majority. 

In measuring the nation’s attitude toward 
the two major-party candidates, the survey 
here makes a three-ply approach, with the 
asking of three questions: What do people 
think of Roosevelt? What do people think 
of Willkie? And how do people expect to 
vote? 

The outcome of the election may well 
hinge upon the difference in the answers to 
the three questions. But by far the most 
important of the three is this: “Which one 
of these four statements comes closest to ex- 
pressing your own opinion of Mr. Roose- 
velt?”

The hairline anti-Roosevelt margins in four 
parts of the country are too small to be 
regarded as in themselves statistically sig- 
nificant majorities.

Career of a Great Educator 
R. L. Duffus in New York Times Book Re- 
view. 

BRAHAM FLEXNER has been an 

educator who has‘left an indelible mark 
on his generation. He will be longest re- 
membered for the survey of American med- 
ical schools which he made in 1908-09, and 
for the astounding results that followed. It 
is no exaggeration to say that many a 
patient today owes his life or his health to 
Abraham Flexner’s fearlessness and his pas- 
sion for what he calls “excellence.” 

The medical survey, undertaken for the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching, is but one episode in a useful 
life. It was a typical one as well as a sig- 
nificant one. It took courage, complete dis 
interestedness and an incisive intellect. It 
required tact, too, for Dr. Flexner was nota 
physician and had to deal with a profession 
jealous of its prerogatives. 

Subsequently he extended his investiga- 
tions to Great Britain, Germany and France,

when it had taken place, never afraid to put 


These are the facts that appear in the 
“I Remember” (Simon & 
Schuster, New York), though as Dr. Flexner 
tells them they are merely logical sequences 
in the life of a man who had certain ideals, 
did his work well when it presented itself, 
but seems to himself to have been ‘borne 
along on the stream of chance.” 

Dr. Flexner’s analysis of his methods of 
working, in his study of medical education, 
should interest investigators of all kinds. 
First he read everything that he could find 
that bore on his subject. Then he talked 
with Dr. Welch and others of the eminent 
medical faculty at Johns Hopkins. Then he 
visited every one of the 155 medical schools 
in the United States and Canada. He used 
no questionnaire, but he did know what 
points he wanted to cover. 

It was predicted that “even Flexner will 


break down when it comes to Louisville.” 


He did not. His recommendations led to 
the abolition cf seven inferior medical 
schools in his home city and the establish- 
ment of one which is now among the best 
in the world. Something similar happened 
all over the country. “Bulletin No. 4” was 
epoch-making. At Johns Hopkins itself, al- 
ready a model, Flexner used a Rockefeller 
grant to introduce the first system of full- 
time clinical teaching in this country.

In 1928 Dr Flexner “retired.” He cele 
brated this occasion by giving the Rhodes 
Trust Memorial Lectures at Oxford. Two 
years later, he set to work to organize the 
Institute for Advanced Study at Princeton 
on an endowment given by Louis Bamberg 
er and Mrs. Felix Fuld of Newark. Prof. 
Einstein was his first faculty member. Other 
men of world eminence followed. The it 
stitute was “conceived as a paradise for 
scholars,” and truly became so. Its establish 
ment was the crown of a remarkable educa 
tor’s career. 

This review of Dr. Flexner’s life could 
hardly be written without tribute to his 
achievements. His own account of what hé 
did is not vainglorious. His tributes aré 
generous, his appraisa! of his own merits 
modest. The story is wholly objective. The 
reader must go between the lines to find the 
personality the author does not choose to re 
veal. He will find it warm, humanitarian, 
optimistic, loving that “excellence” which 15 
the key to a surpassingly useful career.

JESUITS. WORK IN U. S. 
DESURIBED BY BISHOP 


Prelate Says ‘‘America Would 
Be Much Less Than It Is, Had 
the Society Never Existed.” 


Academic and missionary achieve- 
ments of the Society of Jesus since 
its founding 400 years ago were, 
summarized by Bishop James | 


H. | 
Ryan of Omaha in a sermon at 
Solemn Pontifical. Mass of Christ 
the King at St. Francis Xavier 
(College) Church yesterday, the 
last of three days of observance of 


the anniversary at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, a foundation of the order. 
Archbishop John J. Glennon was 
celebrant at the mass. 

Bishop Ryan stressed the contri- 
butions of Jesuits to American civ- 
ilization and asserted, “America 
would be much less than it is, had 
the society never existed. The so- 
ciety, for its part,” he added, “owes 
not a little of its success to that 
fine spirit and profession of re- 
ligious freedom which has always 
characterized our nation.” 

The effectiveness of the Jesuit 
society, Bishop Ryan laid to three 
characteristics, the rigid intellec- 
tual training of its members, its 
complete and whole-hearted accep- 
tance of the dogmatic teachings of 
the Catholic Church, and its devo- 
tion to the See of Rome. 

“Jesuits,” he said, “have ever 
and everywhere, been recognized as 
the legionnaires of the Pope, ready 
at a moment’s notice to enter the 
fray, and, if need be, lay down 
their lives at his command.” 

The world today, Bishop Ryan 
concluded, “faces a veritable apoc- 
alypse of violence, the possibility 
of the crushing of every human 
and Christian value under the 
marching feet of a neo-pagan and 
revolut ~nary soldiery led by a 
defiant scoffer and arrogant un- 
believer in God.” 

At such a time, he said, the ob- 
servance of the Jesuits’ anniver- 
sary “should rekindle hopes, fortify 
faith in God and his providence” 
anu strengthen Christian  confi- 
dence that “Christ’s Church is 
built upon a rock, and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against 
her.” 

Jesuits received felicitations of 
4500 St. Louisans at a reception 
y*sterday afternoon in the _ uni- 
versity gymnasium. Those in the 
receiving line included the Very 
Rev. Peter A. Brooks, provincial 
of the Missouri Province of the 
order; the Very Rev. Harry B. 
Crimmins, president of the uni- 
versity; the Very Rev. Charles E. 
Zachman, rector of St. Stanislaus 
Seminary, Florissant, and the Rev. 
Richard A. Cahill, president of St. 
Louis University High School.

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Archbishop Glennon Tells Thousands at 
Rally Vote in November Elections 
Is Civic Duty. 


The Feast of Christ the King 
was celebrated yesterday by thou- 
sands of members of the St. Louis 


Archdiocesan Holy Name Society 
who marched in a mile-long pro- 
cession from Grand boulevard and 
Chippewa street to the grounds of 
St. Joseph’s Orphan Asylum, Grand 
boulevard and Delor street. 

Archbishop John J. Glennon ad- 
dressed the rally. After his talk 
there was outdoor benediction and 
procession of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. The Rev, T. J. Lloyd, pas- 
tor of St. Rose Church and arch- 
diocesan director of the society, 
led the recitation at which the 
members repeated, in a body, the 
society’s pledge. 

Led by cadets from Christian 
Brothers’ College, Boy Scouts from 
25 Catholic Boy Scout troops and 
drum and bugle corps from vari- 
ous Catholic schools, the proces- 
sion marched south on Grand boul- 
evard after members of the 75 
branches of the society, which 
form the union of Holy Name so- 
cieties, had assembled at the start- 
ing point. 

Archbishop Glennon reminded the 
members and others who had gath- 
ered at the orphanage grounds for 
the celebration of the feast, that it 
was their civic duty to vote in the 
coming election. 

“Regardless of whom you vote 
for, it is your civic duty to vote 
next week, and to vote the way your 
conscience and best individual judg- 
ment indicates,” the Archbishop 
said. 

Archbishop Glennon referred to 
the recent registration of young 
men under the conscription act 
and pointed out that the society’s 
crusade against indecent literature 
was timely. He said that unless 
the youth of the country is morally 
and physically strong it would be 
“futile to train them to defend this 
country.” 

“The youth of the nation can 
never be strong if it is constantly 


and indecent motion picture films,” 
the Archbishop said. 

The Very Rev. Mgr John P. 
Cody, chancellor of the St. Louis 
Archdiocese, took as the subject 
of his address an article from the 
pledge of the Holy Name Society 
which reads, “I pledge my loyalty 
to the flag of my country and to 
the God-given principles of free- 
dom, justice and happiness for 
which it stands.” 

Other speakers at the gathering, 
which was presided over by Cir- 
cuit Judge Edward M. Ruddy, vice- 
president of the union of Holy 
Name Societies, were Rudolph W. 
Hoogstraet, president of the union, 
and the Rev. John P. Lynch, pas- 
tor of St. Thomas of Aquin Catho- 
lic Church. Hoogstraet spoke about 
the society’s crusade against inde- 
cent literature and read Mayor 
Dickmann’s recent proclamation 
condemning indecent literature. 

Hoogstraet said there were ap- 
proximately 20,000 members of the 
local 75 Holy Name Societies and 
that most of them attended with 
friends and relatives. In addition, 
there were about 1000 boy scouts, 
500 cadets and large groups from 
parish churches. 

The feast of Christ the King is 
a regular Catholic feast day, fall- 
ing on the last Sunday of October. 
The Holy Name rally on the feast 
day has been an annual event for 
the past two years and the leaders 
of the Society and the church have 
decided to make it a regular event 
each year. 

Several thousand members of 
the Holy Name Society in East 
St. Louis, Belleville, and other 
east side cities, marcned in a 
procession in East St. Louis yes- 
terday afternoon in celebration of 
the feast day.

“Our national defense program,” 


Gov. Stark said, “is proving to the 
enslaved dictator nations that 
free people can protect that free- 
dom. We are proving to the arro- 
gant war lords of Europe and Asia 
that democracy can and does work. 


“We in America want to remain 
free. We will not be slaves. We 
know the only way is to build up 
to the point 
where the evil forces now loose in 
the world no longer dare challenge 
our way of life. 

“The two-ocean navy is.on the 
way, and no patriotic American 
who has observed the growing 
threat of certain foreign nations 
can question its wisdom or neces- 
sity.” 

H. C. McClelland, British Consul, 
read a message from Rear Admir- 
al Pott, Naval Attache of the Brit- 
ish Embassy at Washington. The 
message spoke of the “feeling of 
brotherhood” between the British 
and American navies, strengthened 
by “the evident good will extended 
to us by the American people in 
the present struggle, and the con- 
crete evidence of that good will 
in the transfer to the British navy 
of 50 ships which formerly wore 
the United States ensign.” For the 
United States Navy, the hope was 
expressed that, “should the day 
come, they will find plenty of sea 
room and good visibility.”

On the most important of these 
measures there i now wide agree- 
ment. “We must,” as Mr. Willkie 
declared at San Francisco and re- 
peatedly since that speech, “send, 
and we must keep sending, aid to 
Britain, our first line of defense 
and our only remaining friend,” 
for as long as Britain stands and 
as long as its power of defense and 
offense in the British Isles grows 
greater, the Mediterranean and 
even the far Pacific remain sec- 
ondary theaters of war. 

But there are other measures 
which it may be necessary to take 
in our own immediate interest, and 
in the common interest of British 
and American sea power. The 
French possessions in this hemi- 
sphere, particularly Martinique and 
French Guiana, have a_— certain 
nuisance value to the Axis and, po- 
tentially, a considerable value. As 
long as they are under the orders 
of the Vichy Government which is 
under the orders of Hitler, it is 
necessary for the British and our- 
selves or both of us to employ 
ships, planes, and a lot of energy 
watching them. 

Under the Act of Panama, under 
the Monroe Doctrine, under the 
necessities of our own defense, we 
are justified in calling for a show- 
down in ~ ich these French posses- 
sions either declare their independ- 
ence of Vichy or submit to protec- 
tive custody by the United States 
until there is again a free and 
friendly government in France.

There are too many things to worry 


fore Portugal, and of the west coast 


of Africa including Dakar. 


As anyone who looks at the map 
can see, Dakar is much nearer to 
South America than any base which 
the United States possesses. More- 
over, from Dakar naval and air 
forces could control the approaches 
to Brazil, the Argentine and Uru- 
guay. Not only that but in the 
Atlantic there are the Spanish Ca- 
nary Islands and the Portuguese Is- 
lands of the Azores and the Cape 
Verdes. Certain of these islands 
are nearer to our Atlantic coast 
than Hawaii is to-the Pacific coast, 
and we cannot afford to see them 
fall into the hands of any strong 
and aggressive Power. 

Theoretically, the imaginary line 
which separates the hemispheres 
runs through the archipelago of 
the Azores. Strategically, the Azores 
are one of the most important step- 


‘ping stones, as the trans-Atlantic 


Clipper demonstrates, from Europe 
to America. We must, therefore, 
ask ourselves whether it may not 
be necessary to declare that the 
islands of the Atlantic are included 
within the Act of Panama, the Mon- 
roe Doctrine and the necessities of 
hemisphere defense. For it may 
be a great deal safer to prevent 
these islands from falling into oth- 
er hands than to deal with the con- 
sequences if they have already 


fallen.

attacks have definitely proved a 
failure. They have inflicted great 
damage to property; they have 
caused many thousands of casual- 
ties; but they have not seriously 
impaired Britain’s war industries, 
nor done serious damage t6é mili- 
tary objectives and defensive prep- 
arations, nor have they so far had 
any appreciable effect on: the 
morale of the British nation as a 
whole. Above all, they have not 
reduced the fighting efficiency of 
the Royal Air Force; that efficien- 
cy has on the whole increased both 
in technique and in proportionate 
numbers since the beginning ofthe 
air attacks. The way for invasion 
has not been prepared. 


Still Control Sea Lanes. 


Meanwhile the British naval 
forces remain in control of their 
home waters as well as distant seas, 
and the British army is accumulat- 
ing and perfecting its defensive 
measures and equipment. A suc- 
cessful invasion of Great Britain 
now appears much less likely than 
at the time of the collapse of 
France. 

As to surprise, this, as suggested 
in some quarters, might be achieved 
under cover of the November fogs.

If only a couple of British de- 
stroyers got in amongst such a 
flotilla, fog or no fog, there would 
be a slaughter before which Verdun 
and Passchendaele would seem 
happy and soothing memories. Fog 
would impede that close co-opera- 
tion between surface and air units 
which is the key of the German 
success in this war. It would not 
help very much, after a landing 
place had been reached, against 
the controlled fire of artillery and 
machine guns sweeping previously 
surveyed and charted zones of fire. 


A Desperate Chance. 


Invasion is not impossible. It 
might be launched by the Germans 
from several different points, from 
Norway all the way around to 
Brest, pushing on regardless of con- 
Sequences and striving to thrust 
home at such points as they can 
reach by sheer might of numbers 
and without regard for losses. But 
such a project approaches. the 
realm of desperation. The chances 
of bloody and conclusive repulse, 
with all the consequences thereof, 
seem greater—and must seem great- 
er to the Germans—than the 
chances of victory. 

Already the successful resistance 
of the defenders of Britain, plus 
their offensivé’ bombings of Ger- 
many, is having a worldwide moral 
effect. When the effect of growing 
American aid, of growing uncer- 
tainty of the continuance of Ameri- 
can neutrality is added to this, the 
effect increases, If Germany now 
risked all on the chance of invad- 
ing Britain successfully, and was 
defeated, the Nazi star would be 
definitely on the wane. Hence, if 
the attempt is made, it will be a 
measure of the actual desperation 
in the inner councils of Nazidom. 
Meanwhile, the increasing confi- 
dence in British inner circles is 
shown by the reinforcements being 
sent to Egypt; may be shown by a 
further extension of British activi- 
ties if local exigencies seem to war- 
rant such action.

ENDELL L. WILLKIE issued 
the following statement yester- 
day in response to an inquiry from 
a group of housing experts for his 
views on the housing problem: 


I am very glad to answer your 
request for a statement giving my 
position on housing. 

As I have traveled across this 
country, I have been deeply im- 
pressed with the dilapidated ap- 
pearance of the homes of millions 
of our people, and the run-down 
condition of large parts of our city 
areas. It is absolutely essential to 
remedy these conditions, both: for 
economic and social reasons. 
Significant steps in the direction 
of improved housing and land utili- 
zation were taken in 1931 by Presi- 
dent Hocver’s Conference on Home 
Building and Home Ownership. The 
New Deal has carried this move- 
ment further by creating a number 
of Government agencies to deal 
with various aspects of the housing 
problem, 

For example, the HOLC’was cre- 
ated to ease the burden of mort- 
gages on homes threatened by the 
depression. The FHA was estab- 
lished to insure lending institutions 
against mortgage losses. The USHA 
came into being to lend Federal as-

Most of my correspondents 
found they had low blood pressure 
accidentally. They were not sick, 
had no uncomfortable symptoms, 
but on a life insurance examina- 
tion or school physical examina- 
tion, or preliminary to a job, it 
was found. Long ago the symp- 
toms of low blood pressure were 
put down as occurring in a person 
who lacked stamina, tired easily, 

DR. CLENDENING. complained of cold extremities and 
showed an inability to do prolonged mental or physical work. 
This, according to Dr. Robinson, is all) nonsense. Low blood 
pressure is not a disease; it produces no syndrome. It is by 
no means a rare condition. In a study of over 10,000 persons, 
a pressure under 110 (normal 120) was found in 25 per cent. 
The percentage is higher in those under 20 years of age and 
much higher in women of that age (56 per cent). People over 
70, however, generally have a low blood pressure because it con- 
tributed to their longevity.

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Homespun Food for a Buffet Supper

ON’T put off entertaining your 
D friends because you have little 

time to perpare a meal or be- 
cause your pocketbook is limp. 

You can give an informal buffet 
supper, arrange the food on the 
table and let your guests help them- 
selves. 

Stick to homespun foods. They 
are really best for this kind of a 
party. Have them simple _ but 
tasy, and in abundance. You had 
better allow for seconds ‘n most 
cases and even some thirds. 


One hot main dish, crisp salad, 
hot bread, plenty of coffee amd sim- 
ple dessert provide an ample r-enu 
and let you off easy. 


Spaghetti cornwallis is perfect 
for the hot spot. It is savory, setis- 
fying and economical. It can be 
made up a day ahead and stored 
in the refrigerator. Cook two- 
thirds of spaghetti in boiling water, 
adding a teaspoon of salt for two 
quarts of water. Drain, rirse in 
quantities of cold water. Brown 
slightly, in six tablespoons bacon 
fat, one-third cup chopped onions 
and one-half cup each of shopped 
celery and green peppers. Mix in 
six tablespoons flour, one-half tea- 
spoon salt and one-third teaspoon 
each of paprika and granulated 
sugar. Add three cups «anned fto- 
mato soup and a cup of meat or 
chicken stock or canned buuilion, 
Simmer 20 minutes, stirring often. 


Blend the spaghetti and tomato 
sauce mixture and pour over one 
and one-half pounds chopo:d raw 
beef formed -into inch bails. (in 
place of beef you can use a pound 
of cooked shrimp or crab :r two 
cups of small oysters.) Miz in one 
and one-half cups grated cheese 
and pour into buttered’ shallow 
baking dishes and bake 30 -ninutes 
in a moderate oven. 


Another plan is to center your 
menu about brown topped escal- 
loped oysters. Accompany with a 
big bowl of green salad, not bis- 
cuits or rolls and honey. Top off 
with baked apples swathed in va-

nilla ice cream. This menu is sim- 
ple, filling and not hard to prepie. 

Make chicken pot pie and the 
crowd will shout approval, Simrner 
slowly, in water to cover, a five- 
pound stewer. Add _ six celery 
leaves, three sprigs of parsley and 
one and one-half teaspoons of salt 
after the chicken has cooked an 
hour. The chicken is .done when 
it literally falls off the bones, Sep- 
arate the fowl from the stock, cool] 
each and store in the refrigerator. 

Cut the chicken into fairly good- 
sized pieces and add it to a creamy 
sauce made by using the chicken 
fat in place of butter or any other 
shortening and the stock for the 


liquid. This makes a grand, well- 
flavored gravy. If there is any 
chicken fat leftover, use it in mak- 
ing biscuits. 

Pour the chicken mixture into 
shallow, buttered baking dishes and 
cover with biscuis and bake 30 
minutes in a moderate oven. 

For a salad try jellied “punkin- 
face”: 

One envelope unfavored gelatin, 
one-fourth cup cold water, one cup 
hot pineapple juice, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon _ salt, 
one-half. cup orange juice, one- 
fourth cup mild vinegar, one cup 
shredded raw carrots, one cup 
Oranges, cut in small pieces; one 
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and one-half cup canned pineapple 
tidbits. 

Soften gelatin in cold water and 
dissolve in hot canned pineapple 
juice. Add _ sugar, salt, orange 
juice and vinegar. Cool, and when 
mixture begins to thicken, fold ‘n 
remaining ingredients. Turn into 
one large mold or individual molds 
that have been rinsed out in cold 
water or rubbed with mineral cil 
first, and chill. When firm, unmold 
and garnish with lettuce. Make a 
“punkin face” on top of mold with 
strips of pimiento, slices of stuffed 
olive and mayonnaise put through 
a pastry tube. Serve with desired 
dressing.

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A Dancer Who Does Not Like to Dance 


Clifton Webb, Famed as 
Hoofer, Enjoys Wheel- 
chair Role in "The Man 

Who Came to Dinner"

“The Man Who Came to Dinner,” 
in the company gpening tonight at 
the American Theater for a two 
weeks’ stay, is a versatile gent by 
the name of Clifton Webb. Famous 
as a hoofer extraordinary of many 
a Broadway musical, this lean and 
natty lad of 42 summers has occa- 
sionaily stepped out of his dancing 
shoes for a flyer in straight dra- 
fiatic endeavor and now, after 28 
years in the theater, has the meati- 
est role of his long and varied ca- 
reei. As Sheridan Whiteside, the 
Character supposedly fashioned 
after the life and idiosyncrasies of 
A:exander Woollcott, Webb has a 
role longer then Hamlet and a part 
that takes him completely off his 
feet and puts him in a wheelchair. 


“People think 1 have it pretty 
soft because I just sit there in that 
wheelchair,” Webb smoothed the 
neat bit of foliage on his upper lip, 
“but actually it’s twice as hard play- 
ing a role sitting down. You can’t 
give it the ‘business’ you give an 
crdinary role where you can wan- 
der around the stage.” 


When Webb answered the call 
for rehearsals for the second com- 
pany of “The Man Who Came to 
Dinner,” the Kaufman-Hart com- 
edy had been so thoroughly touted 
as “the Woollcott play” that every- 
body, including Webb himself, re- 
garded his essaying the role as 
quite something of an undertak- 
ing. Tall, spare and dapper, Webb 
looks less like Woollcott than 
Woollcott looks like Garbo, but as 
the old saying in the theater goes, 
it doesn’t take a fat actor to play 
a fat part. Now after a six- 
months’ run in Chicago where he 
took ,the cynical critics completely 
into the Webb camp, the erstwhile 
song-and-dance man is in ‘for a 
year’s tour of playing Sheridan 
Whiteside, lecturer, wit, radio com- 
mentator and acid-tongued guest 
who came to dinner. 


Often mistaken for an English- 
man, Webb is an Indiana hoosier, 
who with nimble feet and an un- 
limited bunch of nerve had a New 
York reputation as a dancer before 
he was old enough to vote. Born 
in Indianapolis, Webb was whisked 
off to Manhattan at the age of 
seven by his indulgent mother, 
Mabel Webb. There he dabbled 
around in children’s plays until the 
age of 13, when he started to study 
singing. His voice instructor had 
operatic ambitions for the lad, but 
the instructor’s wife, who wrote 
musical comedy, eventually suc- 
ceeded in pressing him into one of 
her shows and from then on Webb 
Was a dancer. 


“I had never had a lesson in my 
life,” Webb laughed, “and the whole 
thing was like having a washtub 
handy while the skies rained soup. 
It was the time of the dance craze 
just before the war and I was danc- 
ing at Murray’s Roman Gardens in 
New York with Bonnie Glass. I 
didn’t know the Tango from the 
Maxixe, but the customers at the 
Gardens kept pestering me to give 
them lessons and I did. I charged 
them $25 an hour and they thought 
I was good.” 


By 1921, Webb who still claims 
to know nothing about dancing “ex- 
cept as an expression of the music,” 
was starring with Irene Bordoni in 
“As You Were,” charging $250 for 
dancing with the guests at private 
parties in the home of social regis- 
terites, and ready for London and 
Paris. In London, the Indiana hoof- 
er danced with Mary Hay and in 
Paris with one of ihe Dolly sisters

and then came back to the States 
for a fling at straight drama. 

“T had made a lot of money 
teaching what I didn’t know about 
dancing to the bigwigs of European 
capitals,” Webb explained, “and I 
was willing to accept a reduced sal- 
ary to try my hand at a straight 
show. So I did ‘Parasites’ with 
Francine Larrimore and ‘Meet the 
Wife’ with Mary Boland.”

After “Meet the Wife,” a young 
critic on the New York Times by 
the name of George S. Kaufman 
wrote: “Clifton Webb need never 
put on his dancing shoes again.” 
But Webb did put on his dancing 
shoes, for 92 weeks in “Sonny” with 
Marilyn Miller. Then came “Treas- 
ure Girl” with Gertrude Lawrence, 
“Three’s a Crowd” with Libby Hol- 
man, which ran a year, and “As 
Thousands Cheer,” again with Mari- 
lyn Miller. In this last named re- 
vue, the versatile Mr. Webb  as- 
tounded his admirers by parading a 
gift for mimicry in his imperson- 
ations of John D. Rockefeller Sr., 
Mahatma Gandhi, Noel Coward, 
Douglas Fairbanks Sr. and Prince 
Mdivani. 

Next came a five-year contract 
with a motion picture studio, but at 
the end of 18 months, during which 
time Webb never so much as saw 
a camera, he obtained a_ release 
from his picture promises and went 
back to New York to do “And Stars 
Remain” for the Theater Guild. 


This, he says, was good experience 
for him but a tough blow to the 
Guild box office. 

Before going into “The Man Who 
Came to Dinner,” the dancer who 
yearned after straight drama took 
his first shot at the summer the- 
aters and did “Burlesque” with Lib- 
by Holman, 

“It was the most fun I ever had 
in my life,” Webb sighs in memory. 
“I played ‘Skid,’ one of those ‘dis- 
dese-dem-and-dose’ guys.” 

Picturing Webb as a ‘dis-dem- 
and-dose guy” was something of a 
task for your correspondent. Very

Economical Menus 


DESSERT that can manage to 
A be light while tasting hearty, 
and perfectly delicious but ex- 
tremely inexpensive, and delicate 
but easy to make, is sure to be a 
social success in the family circle. 
Such is this apricot souffle, which 
is really only a glorified apricot 
whip. It may be served uncooked, 
heaped into sherbet glasses, but it 
is never quite so delicious as when 
freshly baked, puffy, hot and deli- 
cately browned, with just a suspl- 
cion of a chewy golden crust. Since 
it is quickly made and practically 
impossible to spoil, this is a good 
emergency dessert; it can be bak- 
ing while the rest of the dinner is 
being eaten. 
Apricot Souffle (Cost About 15c). 
One and one-half teaspoons lem- 
on juice; one-half cup evaporated 
milk; one cup sweetened apricot 


puree (from about one-half pound 
dried apricots); two egg whites; 
one-eighth teaspoon salt; one-fourth 
cup sugar. 

Add lemon juice to thoroughly 
chilled evaporated milk and whip 
until stiff. Fold in the apricot 
puree. Beat egg whites with salt 
until stiff, then gradually beat in 
the sugar until very stiff and 
smooth. Fold into apricot mixture. 
Turn into a buttered casserole, set 
in a shallow pan of hot water, and 
bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) for 20 minutes; then re- 
duce heat to 300 degree F. (slow) 
and bake 20 minutes longer. Serve 
immediately. Serves five.

North leads the heart king. As- 
suming you win with ace, what is 
your lead at the second trick, and 
why? 

Answer: A low spade. You can 
well afford to lose two trump tricks 
(and a heart) but must guard 
against three trump losers. If 
trumps split 3-2, any line of play 
will succeed, but there is a substan- 
tial chance that the trump break 
is 4-1. If the “4” are headed by 
the ace, you are helpless and must 
lose your contract. However, it is 
not improbable that one defender, 
particularly North in view of his 
three heart bid, holds the single- 
ton spade ace. If you lead an hon- 
or, it will be smothered and later 
you will lose two more spade 
tricks, but if you lead a low spade, 
driving out the ace, you will be able 
to pick up two trumps with your 
king and queen, and concede only 
one more trump trick. The play 
of low spade cannot lose, and may 
gain. (No demerits for leading a 
spade honor, but 35 points credit 
for leading a low spade.)

All of the high cards had 
been cashed and two trumps had 
been gathered in. Declarer now 
needed only three trump tricks. In- 
stead of trying to guess the posi- 
tion of the trump queen, he forced 
the opponents to lead trumps for 
him. A low diamond was led from 
dummy. If East had shown out, 
declarer could have ruffed low 
in perfect safety, but when East 
followed with the queen of dia- 
monds, South discarded a club. 
West now had the choice between 
discarding a club and ruffing, but 
whichever he chose to do he would 
sooner or later have to lead trumps. 
Declarer thus made his contract 
with neither difficulty nor guess- 
work.
